LONDON, Sept. 22.—British troops 
in their drive north through Pales- 
tine already have counted 18,000

120 guns, according to an_ official 
statement given out this evening by 
the British war office. The text of the 
statement follows: 

“By nine o'clock on Saturday night 
on our left wing the infantry about 
Birefur had reached the line, Beitde- 
jan-Samaria-Birefur, shepherding the 
enemy on the west of 
Nabalus road into the arms of our 
cavalry operating southward from Je-

“Other enemy columns vainly at- 
tempted to escape into the Jordan val- 
ley in the direction of Jisr-ed-Dameer, 
which still is held by us. These col- 
umns suffered severely from our air- 
craft, which constantly harassed them 
with bombs and machine guns flying 
trom low altitudes,

| TO REGISTER BY 
| SEPTEMBER 2 
| Convention Recently Ratified Ap- 


plies to Men in Canada from 
21 to 30 Years 


| OTTAWA, Sept, 22. —As there seems 
to be some uncertainty among. some 
Americans in Canada regarding the 
construction of the military service 
|convention recently ratified between 
|the governments of the United States 
and Great Britain, with respect § to 
| Canada, which went into effect 
July 30, and also concerning the pri- 
vileges of American citizens In Canada 
under this convention and under the 
| United States Military Service Act, the 
| consul-general at Ottawa has issued 
asthe following statement: 

“All American male citizens in Can- 
ada between the ages of 21 to 30 In- 
clusive may register before an Amer- 
lean consul or his deputy on or before 
September 28th 

“American citizens who, on Septem- 
ber 12th, were between the ages of 18 
and 20, inelusive, and between 
}ages of 31 and 45 inclusive, may regis- 
| rer any time within thirty days after 
| September 12th. Those so registered 
will thus become subject to the United 
States selective service act and will 
| be classified by local boards in the 
United States, They will be exempt 
from Canadian military service but 
will be required by the Canadian gov- 
jernment to report to the registrars, 
|in accordance with the public news- 
| paper notice, When reporting they 
|should state the fact that they have 

been registered under the United 
States selective service act. 

“Americans who have not registered 
| before September 29 or October 13, 
according to the ages above indicated, 
| become subject to the Canadian mili- 

tary service act and will be classified 
by Canadian tribunals, the same as 
Canadian citizens, but without loss of 
nationality,

Result of Tschaikovsky 
Gov’t’s Overthrow 


CITY IS PATROLLED 


Order Will Be Maintained 
Until Political Factions 


Have Settled Disputes 


ARCHANGEL, Sept. 22.—As a re- 
sult of an attempt to overthrow the 
Tschaikovsky government, the Allied 
diplomatic and military chiefs today 
assumed temporary direction and es- 
tablished a protectorate in the rear 
of the Allied front pending the adjust- 
ment of political disputes. This de- 
cision followed the arrest of M., 
Tschaikovsky and all but two mem- 
bers of his government early Thurs- 
day by a party of Conservatives head- 
ed by Col, Tchaplin, the Russian ar- 
my commander, who sought to estab- 
lish a new regime. 

M. Tschaikovsky and his ministers 
were taken on board a ship enroute to 
the Solovetsk monastery, from where 
they are being returned by order of 
the Allied ambassadors, with the ap- 
proval of Consul-General Poole. 
Meanwhile the Allied forces are pa- 
trolling the city, assuring tranquility 
and a just settlement of all disputes. 

Allics Issuc Proclamation 

Following is the text of the procla- 
mation, which is signed by the Am- 
erican, French, British and Italian 
ambassadors and Consul-General 
Poole: 

“To the people of the northern re- 
gion: 

“The undersigned representatives of 
the Allied nations and the command- 
ers-in-chief of their forces, seeing the 
confusion created in the minds of the 
people by proclomations by leaders of 
the opposing factions, have decided to 
prohibit the functioning, for the pres- 
ent, of the authors of the aforesaid 
proclamations. This course has been 


‘adopted in order to prevent civil strife 


in the rear of our combined armieg 
which are advancing against a come 
mon foe and to avoid the almost equale 
ly deplorable calamity threatening the 
northern region with a widespread 
the relief of which we 
are bringing supplies from our coun- 
tries, 
No Ulterior Motives 

“We have no intention or desire to 
force upon the northern region any 
kind of government or officials not 
4 choice of the majority of the peo 
ple. 


“Until the arrested ministers, now

tion of the Allies, return to Archangel 
and until popular opinion can show 
who should exercise their power in a 
constitutional manner, we will assure 
the continuation of public service, 
the absolute maintenance of order, 
and will assure that the sovereign 
rights of everyone will be respected 
and observed and that the daily life in 
the community will not be interrupt- 
ed Consequently, subject to our 
approval, the assistant heads of the 
ministries and chiefs of bureau will 
continue to perform thelr duties, We 
trust that all good citizens will 
operate in the furthering of this well

Huns Not Ready Yet for Peace 
Built on Righteousness, States 
Professor Law 


“Gad, a troop shall overcome him: 
but he shall overcome at last,” was 
the text from which Rey. Professor 
Robert Law, D.D., of Knox College, 
Toronto, preached a timely and a 
hopeful sermon in the First Presby- 
terian church Sunday morning. 

From this historic text Professor 
Law dealt with the modern perplexity 
of failure and success. He noticed 
what a 


speaking, seemed universal. Every 
man had some respect to confess it. 
In the great world of struggle and 
competition some one carried off the 
prize and the vast majority failed in 
the race. In every profession, bus)- 
ness and trade, there were failures as 
well as successes, 
young man starting out in life that if 
he has a steady purpose and determi- 
hation'to win he may make good, and 
yet there are those unforeseen and 
unthought of conditions that come 
and overwhelm him and he does not 


attain the position of eminence that | 


he thought his efforts entitled him to. 
It is one of the mysteries of provi- 


dence that men were kept waiting s0/| 


long sometimes for success. In the 
Wait there was the temptation to be- 
come bitter because of the successes 
of others, and also the tendency to 
give up in despair, which is the only 
real defeat after all. Quoting 
words of Stephenson, who fought one 
of the bravest battles a man was ever 
called upon to fight, the speaker said: 


with good spirit.” It is the good 
spirit, the courage and heroism of 
heart that enables us finally to win. 
It is the repeated failures, the ham- 
mering on the anvil of difficulties and 
disappointments of life that make 
men of us. And the making of man- 
hood is after all the sublime task of 
life, and insofar as we fight for that 
ideal we are fighting a winning battle 
and shall triumph at last. 

The artist, said the speaker, was no 
good until he had spoiled severa) pic- 
tures, It was only as he gathered 
these from the brink of ruin that he 
made a great picture. The million- 
aires and the money kings have more 
often than not risen from the brink 


of failure. Their success lay in the 
fact that they knew how to _ pluck 
themselves from the brink. The vic- 


| tory of the death of Christ was a vic- 

tory that came from the brink of fail- 
ure, where ‘the Saviour cried, ‘My 
God, my God, why hast Thou for- 
saken me?" He died to live. He is 
victorious at last; for even today, 
while the cloud of war still hangs, 
over us, the world which was begin- 
ning to think it could get along with- 
out Christ is slowly coming back to 
Him and His cross, 

Referring to the great war, the 
| preacher said that in a certain sense 
we had experienced the first part of 
the text; we have been hard put; we 
have had to fight with our backs 
against the wall, but that only en- 
abled us to gain courage to fight bet- 
ter. God has been on our side, not 
by miraculous intervention, but by 
| the undaunted spirit He has given us, 
enabling us to endure, until today the 
better news from the front enables us 
| to see ultimate victory in the not far 
distant future. 

“We are not in the war,” said the 
speaker in conclusion, “to punish the 
Kaiser—we could not do that ade- 
; quately; we are in it not for aggres- 


to do unto Germany as she has done 
to others. But we are in this war for 
righteousness and peace. First right- 
eousness and then peace, We are in 
it to bring in a better and a brighter 
day for humanity. This is no time to 
talk peace with Germany, for I do not 
think Germany is ready yet for a) 
peace built upon righteousness.”

HARVEST OVER 


FINE WEATHER 
HELPS FARMERS 


Crops Around Edmonton Turn 
Out Well—Some Districts 
Have Suffered Recently 


Another week of splendid harvest 
Weather closed with clouds and light 
rain on Saturday. Little if any grain 
remains to be cut and _ conditions 
could not have been more favorable. 
So far there has not been much thresh- 
ing or fall plowing done but both 
will no doubt commence now. Al- 
though the week nas been that of the 
full moon the thermometer at the 
meterological office has not register- 
ed frost. This is the second full moon 


since that of July 23rd when the de- 


structive frost occurred. The foliage 
is rapidly taking on autumn tints, 
but as yet it only gives variety to the 
scenery as the mass of the forest 
growth is still green. 

While good reports continue to 
come in as to yield of grain at many 
points, there are also reports of bad 
conditions in some localities, The 
frost which was light at Edmonton 
on Sept. 1st was heavy in many parts 
of the country, and was followed at 
intervals by several frosty nights dur- 
ing the past three weeks, The result 
is that in those localities the late 
grain that was making an excellent 
showing during August is now dam- 
aged in proportion to the severity of 
the frost. This condition does not ap- 
ply in the old settlements In the im- 
mediate vicinity of Edmonton and is 
not by any meana universal through- 
out the outside district. 

Potatoes have suffered from the 
late frosts even more than grain in 
as localities affected. 

n the Edmonton district and tn 
some of the outlying localities they 
will be an excellent crop, bilt in other 
localities the September frosts cut 
the vines when they were in the blos- 
som the second time, and potatoes 
did not form. 

In the city the flower gardens are 
still in a blaze of bloom and many po- 
tato patches are still untouched.

SHOWN BY SALES 


Demand For Sealers Has Been 
Much Greater Than Ever 
Before 


The large increase in the amount 
of fruit preserved and saved in the 
Province this year as compared with 
lagt year mey be estimated by the 
sales of fruit sealers, sold for that 
purpose within Alberta. 

Tees & Persse of Alberta, Ltd., are 


the large manufacturers and distri- 
butors of sealers for this province and 
have branches in Edmonton and Cal- 
gary. They have eubmitted to the 
Canada Food Board representative 
hero a statement of the volume of 
their sales within the province for last 
year and this year. In 1917 they sold 
in Edmonton 1,360 gross and in 1918 
the output was 1,925 gross, a very 
noticeable increase In Calgary they 
sold in 1917, 1,712 gross, and in 1918, 
4,274 gross. These figures represent 
their sales for the province and show 
that an increased amount of fruit has 
been saved. 

It ts sald that at the present time 
it is impossible .to get certain makes 
of sealers in the city.

BUT FEW WEEKS’ 
GASOLINE LEFT IN 
UNITED STATES 


Need For Conservation Urged in 
Report Made to the 
Senate 


Washington, Sept, 21. — Serious 
fhortace in the supply of crude oil is 
noted in a report by the bureau of 
mines, compiled in response to a sen- 


ate resolution and made public to- 
night. Insufficient orude oil to sup- 
ply refineries is being produced, the 
report shows, while gasoline stocks 
have been reduced to a two or three 
weeks’ supply, necessitating continued 
conservation by the public. 

The report will be transmitted to 
the senate this afternoon, 

“The need for conservation la ap- 
parent,” the report declares, “and the 
American people had voluntarily fore- 
gone the pleasure of needless auto- 
mobile touring during these timee 
Buch voluntary conservation now may 
prevent the necessity of more serious 
action later.” 

The report shows the production of 
gasoline last January to have been 
5,580,000 barrels, July it was 7,900,000 
barrels, and in Auguaet 8,000,000 bar 
reis. In July there was a decrease of 
1,680,000 barrela in stock, while last 
month this decrease was estimated at 
1,600,000 barrels
